From the National Journal. - 


The Treasury Report.—A more grat- 


ifying expose, of the prosperity of the 
Union has never been submitted to the 
public eye, than that which is contain- 
ed in the Treasury Report which was 
presented to Congress on Tuesday.— 
For the information of our readers, we 
throw into an abstract form the fiscal 
details of that interesting document. 


It appears that, in the four years of 


tl>e present administration, the amount 
paid on account of the public debt is as 
follows : 


In 1825, 
5512,099,044 78 


In 1826, 
11,039,444 60 


In 1827, 
10,001,585 98 


In 1828, 
12,163,566 90 


Making, in the four years, the aggre- 
gate sum of g45,303,642 26. 


Of this sum, g30,373,188 01 were 


applied to the payment of the principal 
debt, and 14.930,454 25 to the payment 
of interest. 
The principal debt re- 


deemed is 6 per cent, stock. 


By the act of March, 1817, ten mil- 


lions is annually appropriated to the 
payment of the public debt. 
Previous 


to the year 1825, the annual payments 
had fallen short of this sum, and conse- 
quently the Treasury was in arrears to 
the Sinking Fund. 
Since 1825, these 


arrears have been paid off. From the 
passage of tliat act to the first of Jan. 
next, there will have been paid on ac- 
count of the debt, 8146,669,773 48: 
$88,834,108 66 of this sum being paid 
on account of principal, and §573835,- 
664 82 on account of interest. 


The whole remaining public debt, on 


the 1st of Jan. next, will be 5558,362,- 
135 78, including seven millions, being 
the subscription to the stock of the 
Bank of the United States, and which 
cannot properly be considered as debt. 
Deducting that sum, the whole of the 
debt will be £51,362,135 78. of which 
the Revolutionary three per cents con- 
stitute more than thirteen millions. 
It 


is estimated that in little more than four 
years, the remainder of this debt will be 
liquidated. 


From this gratifying view"of the 


state of our public debt, the Report 
proceeds to a luminous exposition of 
the condition of our Foreign Commerce, 
which will be found no less satisfactory. 


The importations into the U. States, 


during the last four years, amount, in 
value,-to §350,202,469. The exporta- 
tious, during the same period, amount, 
in value, to g337,202,426, of which 
8235,069,035 were of domestic produce 
and manufacture, and S 104,133,391 
were re-exportations of foreign com- 
modities. 


During the four preceding years, 


from 1821 to 1824, both inclusive, the 
importations amounted to &303,955,- 
539 ; and the exporlations to &2S7,- 
820,350, of which gl91,350,881 were 
of domestic produce and manufacture, 
and g96,469,469 were re-exportations 
of foreign articles. 


The receipts into the Treasury, du- 


ring the last four years, have been 
g97,957,559 86- The expenditures for 
the same time are stated at g95,5S5,- 
518 85. In this sum is included not 
only the payment on account of the 
public debt, but also about fourteen 
millions appropriated for works con- 
nected with the system of Internal Im- 
provement. 


Looking at the four years which pre- 


ceded, the receipts into the Treasury a- 
mouuted to §84,979,874 79- Tenmii- 


! lions, raised by loans, are included in 


I this preceding period ot four years; 


and five millions, raised by similar 
means, came into the Treasury during 
the year 1825- 
This last named sum 


of five millions was borrowed at 4^ per 
cent, to supercede a similar amount of 


i Stock bearing an interest of 5 per cent., 


and not on account of any deficiency r>j 
revenue. 


It appears from these statements, 


that the increase of revenue, during the 
last four years, is eighicen millions.— 
The -whole of the increase has been in 
the customs, which branch" of the reve- 
nue has annually increased at the rate 
of 24 per cent. The increased expendi- 
ture has been about 10 per cent, chiefly 
caused by real Improvements. 
The 


1 increase in the receipts 5j> attributed to 


the operation of the Tariff of 1824. 


The imports, during the last four 


years, have exceeded those of the prece- 
ding four, on the annual average,abo^i 
33 pf.r cent,, and the exports about 21 


| percent.; and the increase in ihe roii- 


&ump<io7i of foreign articles has a\era- 
ged, each year, about 3S percent. 


The whole mercan tile shipping of the 


U. States, at this time, exceeds fifteen 
hundred thousand tons,and is exceeded 
by 'that of no other country .except En- 


gland. 
In 1818, our tonnage but little 


exceeded twelve hundred thousand tons. 
The profits of the freight of this ton- 
nage centre at home, as we are almost 
exclusively the carriers. 


It is worthy of remark, that not only 


has there been a marked increase of im- 
portation and revenue, and of exporta- 
tion of domestic articles, during the 
last four years, but also a like diminu- 
tion in re-exportation, showing an in- 
creased ability in the country to pur- 
chase and use foreign fabrics. 
The ex- 


ports of domestic products have increa- 
sed more than four fold faster than the 
increase of population, indicating an 
unequivocal increase of prosperity/!^: 


The report attributes this condition 


of prosperity to "the advances which 
home labor has been making, in various 
ways, in the country, since 1824." 
It 


enforces the former recommendations 
to foster manufacturing labor, "under 
the conviction, deeply entertained, that 
in its success is largely to be found the 
ground-work of financial power." It 
also re-enforces "the policy of impor- 
tant amendments in our commercial 
uude, by lowering the duties on foreign 
articles," such as teas, by removing 
the restrictions on re-exportation, by 
an extension of the warehousing system, 
and the abolition of all transit ditties. 


In reference to the commercial pros- 


perity of the country, it is asserted 
to be the most flourishing-, by the side 
of the prosperity of'he manufacturer; 
and that in proportion as they, with ag- 
riculture, which Is the feeder of both, 
flourish, the Treasury is kept full. 
It 


is stated that sufficient time has not yet 
elapsed to enable us to form a just o- 
pinion of the operation of the Tariff; 
that there is no reason to fear a dimi- 
nution of exportations; and that, If it 
should not, no scale of duties which it 
has imposed can injuriously affect the 
revenue. 


A just and emphatic notice is taken 


of the utilitv of the bank of the United 
States, in affording to the Government 
facilities for the transportation of funds, 
wherever payments were to be made, 
transferring them from place to place, 
and concentrating them at the point re- 
quired. The report also refers to the 
beneficial aid received from this Insti- 
tution, in becoming the depositary for 
the public money, from 
whatever 


branch of revenue derived, and in assist- 
ing in its collection; and also to its ad- 
vantageous agency in establishing a 
sound and convenient currency. 
The 


argument in favor of the Bank is lucid, 
and forms, by no means the least inter- 
esting portion of this valuable docu- 
ment. 


A reference is made to the prospects 


and progress of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal, not more flattering than 
just, in that part of the report in which 
the Secretary fulfils the duty of report- 
ing his compliance with the act of Con- 
gress authorizing him to subscribe to 
that national work, 


In conclusion the report gives the re- 


ceipts and expenditures of the past and 
present years, as far as received, and o.n 
estimate of those for the year ensuing. 


The actual receipts, from all sources, 


during the year 1827, amounted to 
822,966,363 36, which with the balance 
in the Treasury on the 1st of Jan. of 
that year. of 86,358,686 18, gives an 
aggregate of $29,325,050 14. 
.Of this 


aggregate, the customs yielded 19* 
millions, and the public lands nearly li 
millions. 


The expenditures for the same year 


amounted to g22.G56.764 04. A bal- 
ance was therefore left in the Treasury 
on the lot of Jan., 1823, of 85.663,286 
10. 


During the three first quarters of

on the revenue of 1829. 
The amount 


of bonds in suit, at the end of the third 
quarter, was g 1,624,278 75 ; which ex- 
ceeds by 8487,166 11 the amount in 
suit on the corresponding clay of 1827. 


The estimated levenue from the cus- 


toms in 1829, will be 821,500,000; from 
sales of public lands $1,000,000; from 
bank dividends 8490,000 ; and from in- 
cidental sums § 150,000 ; making a to- 
tal revenue of 823,140,000. 


The expenditures are estimated thus: 


—for the civil list, including miscella- 
neous objects, and the ten millions for 
the debt, 812,160,000 ; for the military 
establishment, Sec. g5,060,000 ; and for 
the naval, 84,420,000 ; making a total 
of §21,640,000 ; giving an excess of re- 
ceipts for the year 1829, over the ex- 
penditure, of 8 1,500,000. It is conjec- 
tured that the receipts for the year 1829 
may exceed the estimate here given, if 
the activity in the grain and flour mar- 
ket should increase, or even continue. 


Such are the statements and views 


presented in this able report. 
No pe- 


riod of four years, since the formation 
of our Government, presents so prospe- 
rous a picture. 
If the financial opera- 


tions of the next four years shall present 
as gra-tifying a result, we shall feel no 
less pleasure than astonishment.

RAIL ROAD MEETING. 


In pursuance of the public invitation 


of the committee appointed 27th Nov., 
a general meeting of the citizens of the 
borough and county of York, was held 
at the Court-house, on the 13th inst. 


GEORGE SMALL was chosen Chair- 


man ; and M. W. Asn and J. S. Cox- 
NELLEE appointed Secretaries. 


The object of the meeting was stated, 


and remarks were made, in which ma- 
ny persons present participated, illus- 
trating the importance of a Rail Road 
through this County, to the welfare of 
her citizens, who derive no benefits 
from the public improvements now ma- 
king by the State ; and, on motion, the 
Chairman was authorised to appoint a 
Committee to draw and report Resolu- 
tions expressive of the sense of this 
meeting upon the subject—whereupon 
the following persons were appointed : 


Samuel Wagner, Henry Welsh, John E- 


vans, Esq. J. Gardner, Esq^ Henry Smy- 
ser, James Lewis, Esq. and J. B. Wentz, 
Esq.—who reported as follows: 


Resolved, That among the important 


rights of a free people. Is that of having 
unrestrained commercial intercourse 
uith each other, and the privilege of 
transporting the products of their soil 
and labor to such markets, and by such 
means, as may, in their opinion, con- 
tribute most to their welfare. 


Resolved, That the true policy of a

The Microscope.—The Microscope is

and fruit can be plainly distinguished 
In a jsvord, by this admirable instru- 
ment we behold the same Almighty 
hand which rounded the spacious globe 
on which'we live, and the huge masses 
of-the planetary orbs, and directs them 
in their rapid motions through the sky 
employed at the same moment in roun 
ding and polishing ten thousand mi- 
nute transparent globes in the eye of a 
fly, and boring and arranging veins and 
arteries^ and forming and clasping 
joints'and claws for the movements of 
"a mite! We thus learn the admirable 
and astonishing effects of the Wisdom 
^ 


of God, and that the Divine Care and j 
Benevolence arc as much displayed in 
the construction of the smallest insect, 
as in the elephant, or the whale, or in 
those ponderous globes which roll a- 
round us in the sky. 
These, and thou- 


sands'of other views which themicro- 


' scope exhibits, would never have been 


displayed to the human mind, had they 
not been exposed by this admirable in- 
vention. 


In fine, by the means of the two instru- 


ments to which I have now adverted, 
-we behold Jehovah's empire extend- 
ing to infinity 011 cither hand. 
By the 


telescope we are presented with the 
most astonishing display of his Onmijj- 
olaice. In the Immense Dumber, the rap- 
id motions, and the inconceivable mag- 
nitude of the celestial globes; and by 
the microscope, we behold, what Is still 
more inconceivable, a display of his un- ; 
searchable wisdom, In the Divine me- i 
chanlsxn, by which a drop of water Is 
peopled with myriads of Inhabitants; a i 
fact, which were It not subject to ocu- 
lar demonstration, would far exceed ' 
the limits of huTiian conception or be- 
lief. We have thus the most striking 
and sensible luminaries of heaven, and 
from the loftiest seraph that stands be- 
fore the throne of God, down to this 
luv,er world, and to ihc smallest micro- 
scope, is annnalcula that eludes the fi- 
nest glass; lie Is everywhere, and by 
his power, Intelligence, and agency, an- 
imates, supports, and directs the whole.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 


The packet ship Brighton, Capt. Se- 


bor. arrived last evening from London, 
bringing papers from that place to the 
1st of November, and a Portsmouth pa- 
per to the2d ult. 


They contain accounts of the surren- 


der of Varna to the Russians on the ! 1th 
of October. 
Some of the papers at- 


tribute the fall of this place to the 
treachery of some of the Turkish offi- 
cers. It appears that the Captain Pa- 
cha refused to capitulate on any terms, 
but Jebsutt' Pacha, who had been em- 
ployed with some other Turks in nego- 
tiating with Admiral Greig, put them- 
selves under the protection of the Rus- 
sians on the 10th, and resolved not to 
return into the fortress. — When this 
resolution was known in the town, all 
the troops that were under the com- 
mand of Jussuff Pacha, immediately 
laid cioun their arms; and during the 
night of the 10th, and on the morning 
of the i 1th, they came in troops, with 
their commanders, out of the town, to 
surrender themselves as prisoners oi 
war to to the beseigers. 


After the garriso;1 had in this manner 


dissolved itself, the Captain Pacha, 
who, with those that remained faithful 
to him, fled into the citadel, requested 
to be allowed to retire unmolested \\ith 
300 men to the corps under Omar Vi- 
rone. 
The Emperor granted this, on 


condition that he should either take 
the road by way of Piavati, or embark 
for Bourgas. Towards noon Deputies 
came from town and requested permis- 
sion to deliver the keys to the Emperor. 


There are also accounts of the ope- 


rations before Shumla, and in "VValla- 
chia. 


The papers contain but little other 


political intelligence of importance. 


JASSY, Oct. 18. — The taking of Varna 


has caused the greatest joy here, and 
confirmed the opinion of ail those \\ho 
know the valour and perseverance of 
the Russian armies, that nothing can 
shake their firmness. V arna was never 
before taken, or a Turkish High Ad- 
miral made a prisoner ; this first in- 
stance will not fail to have a moral in- 
fluence on the Turks, which must be 
heightened by the generosity oi" the 
Emperor, who, according to letters 
from Odessa of the 15th June, gave the 
Captain Pacha his liberty, who with 
300 men, took the way to Idos. Omer 
Virone was stated to have retreated 
precipitately,

Brlstom, while Prince Eugene of Wir- 
temberg had reinforced the army be- 
fore Shumla, whence it might be in- 
ferred, that Shumla was to be -pressed 
with vigour.

Patras, and Morea castle — did not a- 
mount altogether to 6000 men, a force 
totally inadequate to any lengthened or 
effectual resistance. 


The governor of Navarin, the iirst 


place against which the French arms 
were directed, said "that the Poite was 
not at v/ar with the French or the Eng- 
lish — no act of hostility u ill be com- 
mitted — bus. the place will noi be ghen 
up."" It was ghcn up, howexer, with- 
out resistance, as v.cll as the eiher for- 
tresses, and probably by orders of the 
Turkish government.
